P/1RT  III. 

Infectious  Diseases.— Of  these  Influenza  and  Measles  call  for 
special  comment. 

d'wo  epidemics  of  Influenza  occurred  during  1918.  The  first 
was  at  its  helirlit  in  the  middle  of  .1  uly,  and  the  second  in 
November.  In  the  first  epidemic  the  cases,  although  very 
numerous,  were  generally  of  a milder  type  and  less  liable  to 
serious  complications  than  in  the  later  epidemic.  Of  fifty-two 
fatal  cases  five  occurred  in  the  earlier  and  forty-seven  in  the 
later  epidemic.  Among  the  Tables  in  Part  II.  I have  inserted 
one  showing  details  of  both  epidemics.  School  closure  was 
extensively  adopted,  leaflets  of  advice  were  circulated  in  large 
numbers,  and  the  incidence  and  mortality  were  within  the  limits 
experienced  by  most  other  affected  areas. 

During  the  Measles  epidemic  41.3  cases  were  notified.  This 
should  not  be  taken  to  mean  that  more  cases  really  uccuired 
than  in  1917,  when  *293  notifications  were  received,  as  the 
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apparent  increase  is  probably  due  to  a wider  knowledge  among 
parents  of  the  duty  of  notification  aud  to  the  fact  that  much 
improved  arrangements  had  been  made  for  visiting  the  infected 
areas  by  the  Council’s  Measles  Visitors,  now  two  in  number. 
The  only  fatal  case  was  one  of  a child  aged  one  month,  and 
even  in  this  case  there  was  reason  to  regard  the  measles  as  only 
a contributing  cause  of  death. 

As  Measles  often  gives  a mortality  of  2 per  cent,  in  a large 
epidemic,  to  have  only  one  death  out  of  413  cases  (at  least) 
must  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Tuberculosis. — The  deaths  from  Tuberculous  disease  (all 
forms)  are  greater  by  four,  but  the  number  of  new  cases  notified 
is  less  by  fifteen,  as  compared  with  1917. 

Infantile  Mortality  and  Death  Rate. — The  Infantile  Mor- 
tality Figure  for  1918  is  62  per  1000  births,  and  compares  with 
67  for  this  District  in  1917,  and  with  97  for  England  and  Wales 
generally  in  1918. 

The  Death  Rate  is  14  per  1000  persons  living,  as  compared 
with  10*4  last  year,  which  was,  except  1913,  the  lowest  recorded 
in  the  District.  The  increase  is  accounted  for  by  two  causes, 
as  follows  : — 

There  were  59  more  deaths  in  1918  than  in  1917,  these  almost 
exactly  corresponding  to  the  increase  in  deaths  from  influenza 
and  pneumonia,  some,  if  not  all  of  the  latter,  being  due  to 
influenza,  and 

The  Registrar  General  has  supplied  the  estimates  of  popula- 
tion on  which  the  death  rate  is  calculated,  for  the  first  time,  on 
the  plan  of  reckoning  only  the  civilian  population.  It  would, 
of  course,  be  unreasonable  to  transfer  all  the  war  casualties  to 
the  death  statistics  of  the  Districts  from  which  the  men  enlisted, 
and  possibly  the  Registrar  General’s  plan  is  the  best  that  could 
be  devised  for  these  abnormal  times,  but  in  so  far  as  it  removes 
from  the  estimate  of  our  population  several  thousand  healthy 
young  men  who,  if  they  had  been  at  home,  would  have  con- 
tributed little,  if  anything,  to  the  death  rate,  it  has  the  effect  of 
raising  the  death  rate  as  calculated,  and  of  making  comparison 
of  the  death  rate  for  1918  with  other  years,  quite  useless. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  Mr.  McKenzie’s 
assistance  during  1918.  He  could  not  have  carried  out  the 
duties  of  Surveyor  and  Acting  Inspector  so  efficiently  unless  he 
had  devoted  himself  unsparingly  to  the  work.
